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PREFACE 


This is the fifth issue of this publication, which assembles in consolidated form the statistics of the 
Australian Capital Territory available in this Bureau. The object of the Summary is to present as 
comprehensive a survey as possible without unduly increasing the size of the publication, a particular 
feature being a long-term table, wherever practicable, in each of the various statistical fields. 

The contents of the previous issue have been advanced wherever possible, and preliminary results 
of the Census of 30 June 1966 have been included. New tables have been included showing: Govern- 
ment and Non-government Schools according to size, and information about the Canberra Technical 
College, the Public Library Services and Medical, etc., Registration Boards. Some sub-division and 
expansion of tables has also been made in respect of the Australian National University (Tables 99 and 
100).

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THE AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY 


125. The Seat of Government of the Commonwealth shall be determined by the Parliament, and 
shall be within territory which shall have been granted to or acquired by the Commonwealth, and shall 
be vested in and belong to the Commonwealth, and shall be in the State of New South Wales, and be 
distant not less than one hundred miles from Sydney. 


Such territory shall contain an area of not less than one hundred square miles, and such portion 


thereof as shall consist of Crown lands shall be granted to the Commonwealth without any payment 
therefor. 


The Parliament shall sit at Melbourne until it meet at the Seat of Government. 


(Section 125 of the Commonwealth of Australia Constitution Act, 63 and 64 Victoria, Chapter 12.) 


Transfer of the Australian Capital Territory to the Commonwealth. On 18 October 1909, the 
Commonwealth and the State of New South Wales entered into an agreement for the surrender to and 
acceptance by the Commonwealth of an area of 911 square miles as the Seat of Government of the 
Commonwealth. In December 1909, Acts were passed by the Commonwealth and New South Wales 
Parliaments approving the agreement, and on 5 December 1910, a proclamation was issued vesting the 
Territory in the Commonwealth on and from 1 January 1911. By the Jervis Bay Territory Acceptance 
Act 1915, an area of 28 square miles at Jervis Bay, surrendered by New South Wales according to an 
agreement made in 1913, was accepted by the Commonwealth, and was transferred as from 4 September 
1915,

The questions used in the Householder’s Schedule for this Population Count to determine the 
number of persons in the work force were framed to conform as far as practicable with the recommen- 
dations of the Eighth International Conference of Labour Statisticians held in Geneva in 1954. They 
thus differ in form and in resultant data from the guestions used and in data derived in the 1961 


Australian Census of Population as shown in Tables 16 and 17. For the Population Count the basic 
question was— 


‘Did the person do any work at all (other than unpaid housework) during last week (that is, from 
Monday, 24 June to Sunday, 30 June 1963) for payment, profit or keep or as an unpaid 
helper in a family business or farm. Answer either yes or no.’ 

For persons for whom the answer was ‘yes’ a further question asked— 

“State the usual number of hours worked per week’. 


Thus the statistics pertaining to the work force presented in Tables 18 and 19 embrace all persons 
who did any work at all (other than unpaid housework) during the week 24 to 30 June 1963, for pay- 


ment, profit or keep or as an unpaid helper in a family business or farm whether full-time, part-time, 
for less than usual hours, casually, etc. 


Unemployed Persons 
Unemployed persons are all those who, during the week 24 to 30 June 1963, did no work at all and— 
(a) did not have a job or business but looked for work; or 
(6) were temporarily laid off without pay for the whole week.

Norte 


Occupied dwelling—An occupied dwelling is any habitation occupied by a household group living together as 
a dcmestic unit, whether ccmprising the whole or only part of a building. The term has therefore a very wide reference 
and includes, in addition to houses and flats, a great variety of ‘dwellings’ ranging ficm a single-roomed shack to 
a multi-roomed hotel or institution. Occupied dwellings are classified into ‘private’ and ‘other than private’ dwellings. 


Private dwelling—Private dwellings are further classified into the following four categories: 


Private house—Private houses include houses, sheds, huts, garages, etc., used for dwelling purposes, and 
shared private houses for which only one Householder’s Schedule was received. 


Share of private house—A share of a private house is a portion of a shared private house which is occupied 
separately and for which portion a separate Householder’s Schedule was received. 


Flat—A flat is part of a house or other building which can be completely closed off and which has its own 
cooking and bathing facilities. 


Other private dwelling—These include private dwellings such as rooms, apartments, etc., which are parts 
of buildings but are not self-contained units. 


Other than private dwelling—These include hotels; motels; boarding houses, lodging houses and hostels; 
educational, religious and charitable institutions; hospitals; defence and penal establishments; police and 
fire stations; clubs; staff barracks and quarters, etc.
